ELECTRIC LIGHTING. 


Mr. Bonebrake in his wanderings 
north took occasion to gather in all the 
information he could of the progress 
of the electric light. He visited San 
Jose, and was not pleased with the ar- 
rangement there as a whole. He thinks 
lighting from lofty towers is not the 
right plan, as away from the towers 
three squares the light is weak. An- 
other objection he noticed was the 
heavy shadows cast. But a large ma 
jority of the people of San Jose are 
pleased with the light and manner of 
suspending it. At Oakland he found 
the work in progress for the introduc- 
tion of the light, but they will not 
adopt the tower system. Oakland 

proposes to suspend the lamps from 
posts of the height of an ordinary tele- 
graph post, standing outside the curb- 
ing on the corners of all streets, thus 
lighting in all directions. With the 
experience so far had the manipulators 
of the light deem this method the best. 
Mr. Bonebrake is of the opinion the 
light is the coming illuminator, but 
possibly it has not passed the experi- 
mental stage.

Fatal Shooting Affray Between two Mining 

Partners. 

San BERNARDINO, Cal., June 8.— 
About 8 o'clock this morning the 
corner of C and Third streets was the 
scene of a bloody tragedy. J. Taylor 
and J. A. Peterson, partners in the 


Burning Moscow mine, of Calico Dis- 
trict, had just left Starke’s Hotel, 
where they had been at break fast, 
and were crossing C street, at the cor- 
ner of Third, when a difference of 
opinion arose between them about 
their mine. As it is supposed, Peter- 
son charged some unfairness, aud 
a few words passed, when Taylor 
drew a Colt’s five-shooter, forty-two 
calibre, and commenced shooting at 
Peterson, who was unarmed. Peter- 
son exclaimed: ‘Don’t shoot, John.” 
But Taylor fired three shots in rapid 
succession, all taking effect in Peter- 
son's body and head. A Mr. Harman, 
also an owner in the mine, who was 
standing near them, attempted to take 
the pistol from Taylor, when he fired 
at Hartman, the ball passing through 
his coat, but on account of a pocket- 
book in his pocket, did no damage. 
He then ran a few steps, and placing 
the pistol to his own reast fired, the 
ball taking effect in his left breast, 
and one inch from the nipple. Dr. 
Rene was called, but in about ten min- 
utes Peterson was dead, and Taylor 
will probably recover. There is con- 
siderable mystery attached to the 
above, the two men having been the 
best of friends.

EXORBITANT COSTS: COSTS OF COURT. 


A Needless 


Barrist r Vites Some 
‘Cases of Costs. 


Eproon Trans: There is no doubt 


thankful to gentlemen of the Press if 
they would earnestly combat the exor- 
bitant and needless costs and charges 
that are laid upon those whose only 
peaceful recourse is in our courts of 
justice for protection of their property 
or to redress their grievances. To the 
great scandal of our judiciary, we hear 
it every day complained, by those who 


do not seem to understand the sources 
of their wrongs, that the man of wealth 
has all the advantages in the courts 
against him whose purse is light, and 
that the rich may laugh to scorn the 
victims of their oppressions. The com- 
mon complaint is that the capitalist 


may M* fully and defiantly ho d and 
keep all the plain roads to good for- 
tune. — we know that this is true to 


a certain extent, and that one cause of 
this condition of things is that the way 
of access to our courts of justice is, 
many times, completely obstructed by 
insuperable barriers of costs. Some old 
gentlemen may very well remember the 
time when the principle that the costs 
must always be conveniently accessible 
to all persons was considered as being 
of the very first importance, insomuch 
that a man’s neighbors were expected | yy 
to assist at the trial of his cause in 
court, even as jurors and witnesses, 
without the paltry notion that this 
kind of assistauce was given as a day's 
work for hire. That justice shall be 
done without money and without price 
was the doctrine persistently upheld. 

But this wholesome and venerable doc- 
trine is now ignored, and instead thereof 
exorbitant. and needless costs and 
charges obtrude as impediments in the 
way of those who are not blessed with 
considerable fortunes. 

As an instance of needless and heavy 
expense and cost, we may notice here 
that all transcripts in civil cases on ap- 
peal to our Supreme Conrt, are required 
to be printed, and the printed book 
must be made up also in a peculiarly 
expensive form. 

ow we all remember very well that 
during some sixteen or seventeen years 
after the organization of our State Gov- 
ernment no such needless heavy ex- 
pense had ever been imposed. 

The certified transcript, made up by 
the County Clerk, at a moderate charge, 
and written out in plain clerkly hand, 

was as easily to be read, and was just as 
durable for the purpose of a record, as 
it it were made up in the ornamental 
style of a printed 

If this printing of transcripts is re- 
quired to be done for the more com- 
fortable reading of the justices of the 
Supreme Court, or, as it is said, for the 
convenience of the Court,’’ then the 
expense of printing ought to be reckoned 
in the list with the other court expenses 
for stationery, lights, fuel, court-room 
rent, wages of janitor, etc., and paid by 
the State Government; and this would 
be following the example of the United 
States Supreme Court, where, in cases 
brought up as writ of error, the expense 
of printing the transcript for con- 
venience of the Court,’’ is reckoned in 
the list with other court expenses, and 
paid by the Federal Government. 

But there is no need of any printing 
at all. This heavy expense is a need- 
less, modern exaction — a prohibitory 
tariff—standing in the way of convenient 
access to the Court. England’s judicial 
records, the main sources of our com- 
mon law principles of to-day, were 
made up and preserved in manuscript 
continuously during several hundred 
ears before the art of printing was 
nown. 

This is only ene of the many needless 
expensive items of costs that serve to 
exhaust, and consequently to defeat, 
those who are obliged to maintain their 
rights in our courts of justice. 

We may notice one other item of un- 
just exaction laid upgn those who are 
unfortunately obliged to demand adjudi- 
cation of their rights. In some, if not 
all, the counties of the State, the clerk 
fees for filing, entering and transcribing 
the papers, orders and documents of a 
case in court do not belong to the Clerk 
but go directly into the county treasury. 
These fees are fixed by some sinister 
legislation at an exorbitantly high figure, 
so that whoever is obliged to resort to 
the courts in maintenance of his lawful 
right to fifty acres of land, for instance, 
is compelled in this way to pay twenty 
times more county taxes than would un- 
der the law of direct taxation be levied 
upon the land in controversy, at its 
oe assessed valuation. Just think 
of it! 

This adroit plan for raising contribu- 
tions to the funds of the county treasury 
is so insidious and special that the un- 
airness of the -taxation is generally 
overlooked, and suffered to continue 
with impunity, while it subserves all 
the time the purposes of those who are 
not unwilling that access to the courts 
of justice may be hindered or obstructed 
by any means. This taxation is not 
based on property or income, or exclu- 
sive franchise, or business privilege. It 
is a kind of highwayman’s toll extorted 
from us as we necessarily pass along 
our public road. 

It is the duty as well as for the inter- 
ests of lawyers, especially in behalf of 
their clients, to wage continuous war 
against such abuses until corrective leg- 
islation shall be made to reach them.
